Eyv'y one 
kn«w what th« sad prooessions meant, 
and the sympathy of all was extended, 
albeit Qnex]>res8ed in many cases, to the 
aorrowlng. stricken ones. 

Inquiry confirmed the statement that 
none of the victims are men of proi*- 
- erty. Most of them lived on their sal- 
aries, which fnmiflhed a means of live- 
lihood, but left little for a day like tliic. 
Most of them were niarrie4, and ttoiue 
had large families, who are now left, if 
not entirely dependent upon friends 
and relatives, at least lacking in funds 
for immediate use. 

The lK)dy of Qeorge Q. Allen of Penn- 
eylvania was taken to Philadelphia, 
where his relatives reside, for intenueut, 
after n funeral servioa ooodooted by 
Rev. Father Kervick. 

After the last sad rites had been per 
formed over the remains of Emanuel 
Qates 8hull, rIso of Peunsvlvania, the 
casket was taken to Gettysburg for iu- 
tenoent. 

The remains of J. Boyd Jones wore 
sent to his home in EvunKvillc, Win., 
where a widow and three children await 
their arrival.

'•If t)ie coroner's jury finds a verdic 
of involvintr criminality it will be my 
duty to report the matter to the grand 

i'ury for investigation and action, ' said 
hstrict Attorney Birney. "Indictments 
will probably follow unless it is found 
that the blame is so much distributei 
as to make such a coui>e impossibh 
Thjs might be the case if it was the l»e 
lief of the jury that congress, for ia 
stftiico, was the blamewortiiy party. 

"I have t«ken no a<-tion in this un 
fortunate matter as yet," continued Mr 
Birney, "and cannot do so until after 
the inquest.

"Yon may lie sure that we sliall fi 
low the case closelv.

The re.tiilt of this, taken 
with the findings of tlie coroner's in 
quest, will bo of value to me in case of 
criminality being e.italdished against 
anyone. Between the two iuvsstiga 
tions it may be posslbto to flz the blame, 
if there ia any."

PENSI ON CLAIM ANTS.

Washinoton, June 12.— Judge Loch- 
ren, the commissioner of pensions, with 
the approval of Secretary Hoke Smith, 
has issued the following important or- 
der as to adjudicating and fixing rates 
of pension under tM act of Juno 87, 
1890: 

t'ir^i — A claim for pension uiiclpr the 
t-ecdiHl section of the act of .Iiine 'JT, IS'.K). 
can only be ullowe<l upoh proof of nieiitHl 
or physical disabili'y of a iiernianeni 
character not the iisuit of the claimant's 
own vicious baliits. iiu apatitatinK him 
from the iHTforiimnce of innmiiil labor in 
such a degree as to render him unalile to 
enrn a support. 

Second — No s[ieciflc Injury or dl-'atiilily, 
can, as such, have a pen.sioimblp ratiii« un- 
der that act, nor be consiileied etberwise 
than as it alTects the capacity oftthe 
claitnaiut to perform ordinary manual 
labor. 

Third— Proof that the disability is not the 
result of the claimant's own vicinus hab- 
its is requisite; and therefore the causes 
and circumstances ol the origin of the 
disability should be shown by the evidence 
furnished In support of the claim for pen- 
sion, so far as can be done, and by persons 
other than the claimant. 

Fourth— To give the claimant a pension- 
able status under this act, the disability 
must be such as to incapacitate from the 
performance of manual labor in such a 
degree as to render him unable to earn a 
support; yet the act recognizes diiTurencea 
in the degree of such pensionable disabil- 
ity, giving $12 per month in case at the 
greatest and |6 per month in case of the 
lowest degree of such pensionable disabil- 
ity rendering the claimant unable to earn 
a support by manual labor. It also pro- 
vides for Intermediate ratings, propor- 
tioned to the intermediate degiees of sueh 
pensloBahle disability. The proper ratings 
underthlsaot will, therefore, be made in 
aoeoidance with sueh rules for rating as 
the medioal referee shall prescribe, subject 
to the approval of the coniniissioiier.

men of all kinds will find lots to interest 
them in their respective trades. 

The buildings are beautiful, the walks 
are perfect anil all the surroundings are 
delightful. Tlie immurial road enables 
one to get a good view of the " White 
City " at a cost of 6 cents for a flfteen- 
minutes ride. 

Midway Plaisanee is praotioally sep- 
arate and apart from tlif great shQW,and 
while it is a little expensive to make a 
toar of this part of the world of wonders, 
yet every one should visit it, or at least 
a part of it. The first jilace you visit is 
the International Drees and Costume 
T-'xhibit. Here you will find beautiful 
women of all nations attired in native 
costumes, and it is hardly necessary to 
say that you will see some " beauties," as 
they are supposed to be the most lovely 
and symmetrical women of the oonntries 
they represent. 

Libby Glads Works is a very interesting 
place tu visit. 

The Irish Village has its famous 
Irish linens and laoee. There yoa 
can sec w ool carded, bi)Uu and wove, and 
a collection of Irish art, ancient and 
modern. All the goods here are very ex- 
]>enHive, bat it la nqjL to be wondered at 
when you know it takes a day to knit 
half a yard of this famous lace. Every- 
thing is done by hand. Their exhibit of 
wood carving is also very fine, and here 
you art' greeted with the melodious 
strains of the far-famed, and world-re- 
nowned Irish bagpipes. 

The Japanese Village i.n not completed, 
but their bazar is in full blast, and you 
can bay their beautifal wares, lacquered 
.trays, and teas at a very reasonable price. 
When the village is finished it will be 
cma ot.tha handsomest in Midway Plais* 
ance.and wiU be M wi oid witfc a bamboo 
fence. 

Then come the Chinese. Tlay liave 
teas and other articles to sell, and have a 
theater in their village where an enter- 
tainment is given every hour of the day. 
While visiting here we had the pleasure 
of attending a Chinese opera, a very 
novel sight to the average Ameriiuui.

Alps, the burning crater of Kilauea, 
Qawali, said to be the greatest volcano 
^ earth, is here aAd is a correct and 
faithful representation of world's grtfat 
mystery, an active volcano, and is well 
worth the price of admission. 

The Bavarian village was readied after 
we had been traveling half the day and 
were tired, hungry and thirsty, so we 
decided to stop a while with HerDressell 
and regail the inner man with genuine 
Bavarian beer, (made in Chicago), ham 
and switzer samlwiches.

Things of beauty are some of tiie 
State bnildings, viewed from the interior 
oroxtviior. Some of tlioin are models 
of architectural Ijeauty and uni(jue in de- 
sii^'n. While the proud old Common* 
wealth of Kentucky does not come up to 
some other States, she has a handsome 
home and one that every Kentuckiau 
can feel proud of. True, wo would now 
have a much nicer bnilding had our bung- 
ling Legislature done its duty at the 
proper time, but all is well tliat ends 
well and every Kentnekian who visits 
the fair should call at the Kentucky 
Building. You will be treate<l courte- 
ously and pass a few pleasant moments 
looking at pictures and busts of some of 
our State'.s noblest sons. Among them 
the illustrious Clay, General John C. 
Breckinridge, .fudge HuniphreyMa!"sliall, 
Governor Scott, (third Governor of Ken- 
tucky), Hon. Ben Harding, John (i. Car- 
lisle, Richard Collins, author of Collin's 
History of Kentucky, Henry Watterson, 
Governor John Young Brown and many 
others. On the ground near the north- 
east corner of the building is the statue 
of Daniel Boone. It is a drli^rlitful home 
for the Kentuckian and the Commission- 
ers deserve great praise for the labor so 
well performed. The Kentucky exhibit 
is a splendid one and Dr. Clnnly, the 
Commissioner, and his efficient assistant, 
Mr. P. Drain, are to lie congratulateil. 

The Manufactures and Liberal Arts 
Building is a beautifal structure. The 
exhibits here are not complete but there , 
is enough to occupy your time for one 
day. 

Machinery Hall is a great building and 
here you will find most anything you 
want to see under this head. The Elec- 
trical Building is a particular point of 
interest en Ttaeeday, Thursday and Satur- 
day nights, when there are special elec- 
trical displays. The Horticulture Build- 
ing is filled with rare plants from this 
andothercountrie.s. .\gricultural Build- 
ing has a good display. Transportation 
Bnilding is filled with vehicles and con- 
veyances of all kinds, both land and 
water. The Art Palace, V. S. Govern- 
ment Building, Fisheries, Mines and 
Mining, Woman's Building, Ttie Forestry, 
The Dairy, and. in fact all the buildings 
should be visited as there is much in all 
of these structures to interest one. 

The view looking south over the Lagoon 
is a perfect picture and the views sent 
out in many shapes do not do this scene 
justice. " La Rabida " is anbther place of 
interest and is more closely a«.sociateil 
with tlie career of Columbus than any 
other structure. The Directors of the 
World's Fair had tliis building erected at 
their own expense and it is almost an 
ezsct fac-simile of the original monastery, 
near the town of Palos, Spain. Among 
the exhibits here are: A curious tK>ok 
published in 1427, entitle<l "The Discov- 
ery of America by the Mangols in the 
Thirteenth Oentnry;" fae-simile of a 
celeaUal globe in bron/e; a j>icture of 
Isabella as a child; portrait of King 
Ferdinand ; original of the will of Isabella; 
the Catholic Castle in which 'hicen Isa- 
bella died; Tomb of Isabella and Ferdin- 
and; views of the harbor and city of 
Geoa; Front door of the house occu-
